us, and only an astronomer can Aistinguish it 
at all ia the telescope, from the surrounding 
faint start. Bat it’ is approaching’ us rapidly, 
at. the--zate. .of about .2 millions of miles -a 
day, ‘and 50, should sieadily’ brighten up.” 
On December 1, it was very close to the star 
Aldebaran and of the brightness of the. 
-ygth magoitude. It may now be looked for in 
the constellation Taurus, some distince west 
of Aldebaran and south of Pleiades. .
